- Book should not be used 
as guide, says cardinal 


The new book on sexuality by five 
theologians should not be used by those 
who counsel the faithful, according to 
Cardinal William Baum of Washington, 
D.C. 


The cardinal is chairman of the

Bishops’ Committee on Doctrine. He 
said: ‘‘Pastors, priests, counselors and 
teachers are reminded that they will 
find in the documents of the Holy See 
and of the bishops the teachings by 
which they are to counsel.’’ 


_ HE ADDED: ‘‘Many of the con- 
clusions of the book...are not in 
accordance with the teaching of the 
Church.”’ 


_ At the Catholic Theological Society of 
America (CTSA) convention in Toronto 
last week attempts to dissociate the 


CTSA from the controversial book 
failed. The book was not officially on the 
agenda of the convention. 


The authors of the book held a press 
conference on June 20, the official

conclusions of the report.’ 


“It is unacceptable to Catholic 
moral teachings to say that there is 
no moral norm or precept which is 
absolutely binding,’’ Archbishop 
Quinn said. 

“In the area of sexual morality, 
the basic principle of Catholic 
teaching is that sexual activity must 
be confined within the loving 
covenant of valid marriage. 

“It follows, then, that the Catholic 
Church teaches that all other forms 
of sexual conduct, such as deliberate 
masturbation, sexual intercourse 
between unmarried persons, a- 
dultery and homosexual activity are 
in conflict with the plan and law of 
God, and are therefore incompatible 
with the moral teaching of the 
Church.”’ 


THE CHAIRMAN of the com- 
mittee which drafted the report, 


Father Anthony Kosnik of Sts. Cyril 


and Methodius Seminary, Orchard 
Lake, Mich., defended the study. 


Asked whether the work repre- 
sents a break with Catholic teaching 
on sex, Father Kosnik replied: ‘‘Not 
at all. It’s faithful to the funda- 
mental values of Christianity 
throughout the centuries. The basic 
values are thoroughly Christian.”’ 


The study treats biblical and 
historical attitudes toward sex;. the 
empirical sciences and sexuality; 
and what -the authors call a 

“theology of human sexuality.’’ But 
most of the study, is devoted to a 
section entitled ‘‘Pastoral Guide- 
lines.”’

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Parish ‘positive growth’ program 


‘is making friends of strangers’

Eager new faces will be noticed at parish 
activities if a new program to start in the 
diocese this fall is as successful as its 
designers hope it will be. 


Called ‘‘Positive Parish Growth’’, the 
program was born five years ago at Our Lady 


.of Grace parish, El Cajon, when Father 


Robert Miller, then associate pastor there, 
and Carl Smith, then adult education 
director, wanted to ‘‘build a community 
feeling’’ into the parish, Smith remembers. 


‘SWE ARE A very mobile society with 
parish populations shifting a lot, and some 
way to get people turned in to the parish is 
necessary,’ notes Father Miller. 


The pair, now joined by Dave Grimmet of 
the youth ministry of Father Miller in San 
Bernardino, want to spread ‘‘Positive Parish 
Growth’’ throughout the diocese. 


The seven-session program designed for 
use by groups of about 14 people aims to 
build Christian community by building 
strong relationships in the group, Father 
Miller explained. 


“BASICALLY, it is making friends of 
strangers, and then focusing their new found 
unity on the Mass and the Eucharist, the 
focal point of our unity,’’ adds Smith. 


The program is low key and begins with a 
home Mass. Then it moves through six 
levels. ‘‘First we use techniques to loosen 
people up so they can build trust in each 
other,’’ Father Miller said. 


The second session focuses on listening. 
successively,

“IT’S AMAZING to see how much more 
meaningful and real the Mass becomes for 
participants,’’ Smith said. From that stage 
““the Mass becomes a springboard launching 
people actively into parish life and programs 
like Marriage Encounter or Cursillo,’’ he 
added. : ; 

And stimulating lay participation in 
Church activities is the ultimate goal of the 
program which is achieved as group 
participants build their sense of community, 
according to the designers. 


Moreover, adds Father Miéiller, the 
program can be adapted to almost any group 
in the church, from parish councils to altar 
societies to school teachers. He noted that he 
uses the program in the youth ministry in the 
northern part of the diocese. 


RECENTLY, Father Miller, Smith and 
Grimmett offered a day-long seminar in San 
Diego to explain the program to interested 
parishes. 


‘‘Now they can take the program back to 
their parishes and start it,’’ Smith said. He 
noted that during the summer a packet 
including booklets, film strips and tapes will 
be prepared for use in the program. 


And in September, we will begin seminars 
again to offer the program to as many 
parishes as possible, he said.

It was the feast of Corpus Christi—the Body: of 
Christ—and there was Christian witness to be 
given. The feast commemorates the Eucharist and 
devotion to the Body of Christ in the Blessed 
Sacrament. But it also is a salutary reminder that 
the visible Body of Christ in the community, in 


the world, is the Christian in action. 


So where was the Body of Christ—at least the 
Catholic part of it—at the rally and march against 
child pornography in downtown San Diego on the 
feast of Corpus Christi? Out of the 3,000 or so who 
attended and made an important impact on the 
media at least, | wonder how many were Catholics? 


They may have been there. There might have 
been many. But as | made my way through that 
crowd, seeking familiar faces, there were but three. 
Was the witness against the evil of child 
degradation in the Body of Christ carried largely by 
other than Catholic Christians, or were you there? 


If the world does not see us a vigorous, alive 
Body of Christ in the world, where else will they see 
it? Surely we have to take our faith out of the 
churches after Mass each Sunday and embody it in 
the world. Surely that is the reason we need the 
power and strength from the liturgical form of the 
Body of Christ, the Eucharist, at Mass. 


More important events? 


Admittedly social action as witness can 
sometimes be overdone. But this occasion was a 
visible protest by concerned citizens, against a 
decadence in our midst which is directly and closely 
related to all forms of child abuse. 

It is not really very reasonable being concerned 
with the abuse of children before they are born in 
anti-abortion campaigns, if we are not equally 


concerned with the abuse of children after they are - 


born. Child abuse in every one of its diabolical 
forms is prevalent in our society. Using children for 
pornographic purposes is a particularly evil form of 
child abuse. It is estimated that as many as 30,000 


children are involved in southern California in this 
pernicious form of perversion. 


Child abuse, before or after birth, is certainly a 
suitable cause for much more effective and 
cooperative efforts to educate and change apathetic 
public opinion. 


In the same category 


To show how far some people will go to debase 
human life we have only to read the story out of 
New Orleans, where the American Civil Liberties 
Union recently held an auction as a fund-raiser. 
Among the items out to bid was an-abortion at a 
local clinic which sold for $30, against its potential 
value of $150, according to the promoters. 


This is the same ACLU which so often claims to 
speak for minorities and which has pointed to the 
auction block of slavery to win many a black civil 
rights case. But unborn babies don’t figure as 
‘‘minorities’’ in the eyes of the ACLU. Not even 
unborn babies on the auction block. 


Teaching Communion in hand 


One of the most important aspects of giving 
communion in the hand, when the Pope gives 
approval for it in the United States, will be careful 
implementation in those dioceses which opt for it. 
Those who will need very careful instruction will 
be the children. 

It is doubtful that we in this diocese will start 
communion in the hand before the schools return 
in the fall so that children may receive the 
A aes instruction if they wish to receive in the 

and. 


We will be giving an illustrated description of the 
approved method in a subsequent issue of SC. My 
personal hope is that communion in the hand will 
do away with the intinction method of giving 
communion under both species. Dipping the host 
into the chalice has never seemed to be the right 
thing to do. And as one liturgical expert put it: 
Christ said ‘‘Take and eat,’’ not ‘‘Dunk and eat.’’ 


California Catholic defense in Natural Death Act

The California Natural Death Act was 
unnecessary and may even have been 
““imprudent,’’ but it is not euthanasia or a 
wedge to euthanasia, according to three 
officials of California Catholic organiza- 
tions. 


The bill, passed last September, was 
the first to write into law a procedure by 
which a terminally ill patient could direct-a 
doctor to withhold life-support systems or 
stop other extraordinary means of 
treatment. 


JOHN DICKIE, executive 
director of the California Catholic Con- 
ference, John Curley, executive director of 
the California Association of Catholic 
Hospitals and Ross Stromberg, legal 
counsel to the hospital association and 
president-elect of the National Association 
of Hospital Attorneys, discussed the 
California bill at a panel during the Sixth 
Annual Catholic Health Assembly spon-

sored by the Catholic Hospital Associa- 
tion. 

Curley said they did not come to defend 
the California bill; but they did defend 
their own handling of the bill in 1 the state 
legislature. 

The Catholic Conference aan the 
Hospital Association opposed the bill at 
first, but withdrew their opposition and 
remained neutral after the bill’s sponsors 
resolved their major objections. Some 
pro-life groups charged the Church 
agencies had in effect backed euthanasia. 

Curley said the bill had so much public 
support it could not have been killed. The 
church groups decided the best thing to do 
was to make it the best bill possible. 


SUPPORT FOR THE BILL was great, 
Curley said, because it came just after 
California experienced partial boycotts by 
doctors and nurses over the ‘‘malpractice 
crisis’’ involving skyrocketing insurance 
rates. Doctors backed the bill because 
they feared malpractice suits if they 
withdrew extraordinary means of treat- 
ment, even at the patients’ request. 

Second, he said, California was greatly 
influenced by the case of Karen Ann 
Quinlan, a young New Jersey woman, 
unconscious and apparently unable to 
recover, who was kept on artificial life 


support systems by doctors against her 


Parents’ wishes. 


Curley told the panel audience that 
pro-life groups had called Bishop John 
Cummins, then the CCC director and soon 
to be installed as Bishop of Oakland ‘‘the 
euthanasia bishop’’ 


“It would be a terrible. tragedy,’’ he . 


said, ‘‘if the euthanasia battle is lost as 
the abortion battle was lost because of a 
lack of accuracy,’’ he said, explaining that 
the Natural Death Act has nothing to do 
with euthanasia. 


IN ANALYZING the Natural Death Act, 
Msgr. Dickie said, the California Catholic 
Conference consulted with theologians, 
attorneys and constitutional lawyers and 
the state’s 19 Catholic bishops. There was 


‘a wide range of opinion among: the 


theologians from ‘‘It’s a good bill, support 
it’’ to ‘‘It’s dangerous, oppose it,’’ he 
said. 

Lawyers were hesitant to judge the bill, 
he said, but none said it should be 
opposed at all costs. 


Msgr. Dickie acknowledged the criti- 
cism the Church has received since the bill 
passed. But, he said, ‘‘Given the same 
circumstances, we would make the same 
decision.’’ 


HE IS CONVINCED, he said, ‘‘What we 
did was in the best interest of the teaching 
of our Church, the people of our Church 
and mankind in general.’’ 

Stromberg said the Natural Death Act 
was unnecessary because the right to 


‘refuse treatment has long been es- 
tablished in case law. Curley said there » 
has never been a successful prosecution of - 


a doctor who withdrew extraordinary 
means of support from a terminal patient. 

Stromberg said the California law was 
very narrow and only applied to one 
situation—when a terminal patient asked 
a physician to withdraw treatment to allow 
death to occur. 


THE BILL does not affect three other 
areas, he said: 

_—When a person’s brain is dead and 
breathing and heartbeat are maintained 
by artificial support systems. 


—The bill specifically prohibits eutha- 
nasia or mercy killing. 


—A situation in which terminal illness 
has not been confirmed but the patient is 
on a life support system. 


Speakers said the California bill has had 
a positive impact because it raised public 
awareness of biomedical, ethical and 
death-related issues.

Facts are, the ‘‘simple, good, and 
sincere’’ faith of these people has enabled 
them to understand the falsehood of Vatican 
Il expressly convened to replace the sacrifice 
of the Mass with a Protestant meal service. 


Pope Nicholas I stated in 1085, speaking 
about Church law and tradition, ‘‘It is 
allowed to review it’s judgments, and sit in 
judgment upon what it has judged.’’ 


In 1460, Pius II issued his papal bulla, 
Execrabilis, which forbids councils like 
Vatican II and their illegal attempts to 
change Church law and escape past 
judgments of the Holy See.

Christian service without 
a life of constant prayer 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The prophet Jeremiah has been called a 
mystic in the marketplace, a fitting epithet 
indeed for a man who combined astounding 
activity with intense prayer. For almost 50 
years he served God and his people against 
heartbreaking odds. He was embroiled in 
national and international affairs at one of 
the most dramatic and tragic turning points 
of his people’s history. 

His efforts to save them met. with 
misunderstanding, rebuff, slander, perse- 

_ cution, and in the end he was unable to stave 
off the disaster of defeat and exile. But he 
kept on, undaunted. 


WHY? BECAUSE God had called him to 
serve. How? By living a life not only of active 
service but also of constant prayer. 

Without prayer he never could have gone 


on. He loved his people and he loved God, 
but his love made demands on him beyond 


human endurance. Often he broke under 
strain; only his prayer strengthened him 
anew: 


‘‘Woe to me, mother, that you gave me 
birth! A man of strife and contention to all 
the land! I neither borrow nor lend, yet all 
curse me. Tell me, Lord, have I not served 
you for their good? Have I not interceded 
with you in the time of misfortune and 
anguish? You know I have (Jeremiah 
15:10-11, 15a). 

“YOU DUPED ME, O Lord, and | let 
myself be duped; you were too strong for 
me, and you triumphed. All the day I am an 
object of laughter; everyone mocks me...I 
say to myself, I will not mention him, I will 
speak in his name no more. But then it 
becomes like fire burning in my heart, 
imprisoned in my bones; I grow weary 
holding it in, I cannot endure it (Jeremiah 
20:7,9).

Where Have All the Flowers Gone? 


We need more than 


idealism and enthusiasm

When St. Vincent De Paul was on his 
death bed, a novice asked him what was the 
secret of Christian service? ‘‘My daughter,’’ 
he replied, ‘‘You must learn how to love the 
poor so they can forgive you for the bread 
you offer them.’’ This perceptive comment 
of Vincent was an effort to help the young 
Sister avoid the pitfalls of self righteousness 
and patronizing in her works of social 
concern. 

. He might also have added that love, 
proceeding from a strong service to the 
deprived. The late 1960s witnessed an 
extraordinary rise in social consciousness 
among the well-fed Christian middle class. 


THE RESULT was a flood of volunteers for 
inner-city work. Leaving traditional forms of 


Catholic ministry such as schools and 
hospitals, the new legions of idealists poured 
into the grimy tenements and rat-infested 
alleys and trash filled streets where the poor 
of America live. 

Their intentions were admirable and their 
enthusiasm would match any crusader on 
the way to rescue the Holy Land from the 
infidel. Chesterton, with the mighty beat of 
his ballads would clearly love to chronicle 
these armies of noble spirited Christians, 
anxious to prove that the fire of justice and 
charity had not gone out in secular America, 
let alone in the Catholic Church. 

They joined in civil rights marches, 
teachings on the Vietnam war, soup ladling 
in startled city mission kitchens, concerted 
action against banks that red lined the poor, 
harrassment of absentee landlords and other 


all too ruthlessly present. 


men and women, great and small, who have 
taken seriously God’s call to- serve, a call 
which goes out to all of us. Many, however, 
are deceived into thinking that activity, 
doing, being busy in the service of one’s 
fellow human beings is the answer to the 
call. It is, but not all by itself. 


This activity, however humble and 
everyday, requires an energy above the 
merely human, and this is a fact borne out 
not only by history, but also by everyone’s 
personal experience. Without prayer and the 
love which is nourished by prayer, activity 
becomes drudgery, a shell which will 
eventually crack under the pressure. See 1 
Corinthians 13:1-3. 


JESUS HIMSELF, who came not to be 
served but to serve (Mark 10:45), experi-- 


enced trials, hardships and persecution even 
greater than those of Jeremiah, even if for a 
shorter time. He, too, felt the need for 
prayer and, in fact, if the Gospels portray 
him as a Man of Sorrows, they also portray 
him as a Man of Prayer. : 


This is especially true of the Gospel of 
Luke, wherein we see Jesus praying at his 
Baptism (3:21), before the selection of the 
Twelve (6:12), before Peter’s acknowledg- 
ment of his messiahship (9:18), at the 
transfiguration (9:28), before teaching the 
‘‘Our Father’’ (11:1), in the Garden of Olives 
(22:41), and often in his daily ministry. He 
was not pretending. 


His prayer was real prayer, the prayer of a 
man who realized he could not carry out his 
mission, sustain his trials, without the help 
of his heavenly Father (see Hebrews 5:7). 


THEY CELEBRATED peoples’ Masses, 
sang spirituals, stood by the Indians at 
Wounded Knee and Gresham, backed 
Marlon Brando’s newly found social 
consciousness and Robert Redford’s hopes 
for a protected environment. Windows 
shone, and floors gleamed; wood sparkled 
with new paint and undesirable insects were 
shooed away at these inheritors of 
middle-class sanitation and scrubbed and 
cleaned the hovels of the poor. A new day 
was dawning. Christianity had a fresh 
enemy to defeat and loyal and persistent 
soldiers to prosecute the battle. 


Or was it? Pacifists had sung, ‘‘Where 
have all the flowers gone?’’ But now one 
could adapt that poignant song to say, 
““‘Where have all the crusaders gone?’’ And 
so quickly at that. Barely seven years after 
the expectations had been raised all was 
eerily quiet on the inner city front. 


Smile buttons vanished. The burlap 
tapestries with flannel lettering about joy 
and love and hope disappeared. No songs 
now. No marches. No pleading with real 
estate rascals or tight fisted bankers. 


NOT EVEN any windex or lysol or lemon 
pledge. If tracers were put out on the 
crusaders they would find hundreds of 
sheepish faces pursuing graduate degrees, 
buying farms or chic cars, or food for 
Saturday night’s buffet. 


What he taught by his example, he made 


explicit in his instructions to his disciples: 
Christians must be prayerful people, 


especially if they are to accomplish anything 
toward the realization of God’s reign in the 


world (Luke 6:28; 10:2; 11:1-13; 18:1-8; 
21:36). 


HIS DISCIPLES learned this lesson well, 
and their activity, energized by prayer, 
transformed the world and changed the 
whole course of human history. It would be 
hard to imagine a more active person than 
St. Paul. 


He was constantly on the move, 
establishing churches throughout what are 
now Turkey and Greece, traveling under the 
most difficult circumstances, preaching, 
instructing, organizing, writing when neces- 
sary, in and out of jail, beaten, stoned, 
shipwrecked, plying his own trade to support 
himself—incredible! 


Yes, and humanly impossible apart from 
the strength St. Paul derived from prayer. 


He tells us his secret in Philippians 4:13: ‘‘In’ 


him who is the source of my strength I have 
strength for everything.”’ 


TRUE, HE WAS favored with extraor- 
dinary mystical experiences (2 Corinthians 
12:1-10), but they were the exception, not 
the rule, and they made him all the more 
aware of his constant need for prayer. And 
so he prayed, and he asked his converts to 
pray for him (Romans 15:30). 


We are all called to serve, but there can be 
no Christian service without love. And 
without prayer love soons shrivels up and 

. dies. 


What happened? Why did the steam 
vaporize so quickly? Perhaps lack of 
preparation was the greatest reason. In 
some cases the experience was simply a guilt 
remover or some other kind of escape. 
Maybe St. Vincent De Paul would argue that 
the spiritual power which yields long-term 
commitment and motivation was never there 
in most cases. Who can say? 


The story-does have a moral. Not one that 
rebukes the well-meaning sincerity of those 
who tried and basically failed. To have tried 
is itself a recommendation of interior and 
commendable idealism. 


NO, THE MORAL of the story is that 
enthusiasm is not enough to propel 
Christians into a major and significant 
commitment to a life of service to the poor 
and the deprived. Enthusiasm is all right for 
a starter. But to it must be added a deep 
spiritual. life. 


Sentimental love of the poor won’t do. 
Sound love based on disciplined contact with 
the Holy Spirit is the inner power one will 
need in facing the admittedly enormous 
demands of inner-city work and other 
commitments to justice. 


A new call is needed today. One that is 
more sober but also more insistent and 
challenging. Jesus says that the measure of 
our personal greatness is our capacity to 
serve the needy. Don’t miss the chance.

A person who is holy 
will both pray and serve

When we think of a person who is involved 
in some form of service to others, we usually 
see someone who is busy and active, 
someone who doesn’t seem to have a lot of 
time for oneself. On the other hand, when 
we think of a person who prays, we usually 
see someone who is inactive, not terribly 
busy, someone who seems to have a lot of 
time for oneself. We tend not to see the 
involved person of service and the reflective 
persons of prayer as descriptive of the same 
individual. 


One often hears the person who is active 
say, “‘I wish I had time to pray.’’ The person 
of prayer, on the other hand, we identify 
with such remarks as, ‘‘I’ll have to pray over 
this,’’ which leaves the impression that this 
person isn’t going to do anything, at least 


not immediately, perhaps never. 


THESE TWO stereotypes get in the way of 
any effort to understand either service or 
prayer, much less resolve the question of 
how a person of service can be also a 
prayerful person, or -how the prayerful 
person can be of service. 


For example, the person who prepares 
oneself to be of service simply through 


praying, or who explains one’s having . 


bungled in an effort to be of service as an 
expression of God’s will, is a person who is 
neither prayerful, and certainly not of much 
service. Prayer is no_ substitute for 
competence. 


We cannot resolve the tension between 
what we frequently hear called ‘‘one’s 
prayer-life’’ and ‘‘one’s life of service’ by 
quoting slogans, such as ‘‘My service is 
prayer.’’ Or, ‘‘When I am at work, I am at

POR EJEMPLO, el esposo puede llegar a 
la casa muy contento y con una gran sonrisa. 
La esposa se pregunta a si misma: estara 
contento porque mi mama no viene hoy, o 
porque le fue bien en su trabajo, o 
porque...en fin, me doy por vencida. Por que 
estas tan contento? Le pregunta. Porque 
inverti el dinero y me ha ido muy bien. 


Con este ejemplo podemos ver que el 
hecho es ambiguo, que puede darsele mil 
interpretaciones diversas.

prayer.’’ Nor can we argue for one at the 
expense of the other by quoting the 
Scriptures. 


JESUS DID teach us that God knows what 
we need better than we do, and before we 
realize the need ourselves...which suggests 
that one should get on with life, and God will 
provide, whether we pray or not. But this 
doesn’t mean that Jesus didn’t promote 
prayer. 


He also taught us to go to one’s room, 
alone, to pray, and not to make a public 
spectacle of praying...which doesn’t mean 
Jesus was against people praying in groups. 
Jesus tried to get his friends to pray with 
him in the garden before his crucifixion. 


Furthermore, as everyone knows, it is 
Jesus who told us the words to use when we 
pray: ‘‘Our Father...’’ And this does not 
mean that only these words are legitimate 
prayer. Recall how central are the psalms in 


the life of Jesus, expressions of prayer which — 


reveal every conceivable agony and ecstasy. 


IN SEARCH OF a solution to this apparent 
conflict between prayer and service, a 
well-known churchman asked a very wise 
grandmother who had raised a large family 
how she was able to do so much and still be a 
person of prayer. She said: 
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*““When a person tries to be more a person 
of service than of prayer, or more a prayerful 
person than of service, such a person goes 
through the motions of one or the other, but 
does neither well. The person who is both 
prayerful and of service finds that“each of 
these expressions of Christian life enriches 
and grows from the other. The tension one 
feels is not between whether to pray or to 
serve. The tension comes when we try to 
excuse or to substitute one for the other. 


“Each depends on the other for its 
authenticity. They lead to and follow from 
each other. The person who is performing a 
valuable service is always able to pray. The 
person who is of prayer is always ready and 
able to perform genuine service. 


AND WHEN the two enjoy this blending, 
then one has neither a person of prayer nor 
of service, but a person who is holy and who 
awakens in others a sense that all of life is 
holy. That is the important matter. Holiness. 
Neither prayer alone, nor service alone leads 
to holiness. There is not this tension 
between the two in the holy person.”’ 


Then the grandmother breathed a deep 
sigh, as one does after having come a long 
way, and added: ‘‘Holiness does not divide a 
person against oneself.’’

Latin America storm centers between Church and State 


The bishops of Argentina have criticized 
their government for its role in the kidnapping, 
torture and killing of thousands of Argen- 
tinians in recent years. Since 1974, some 3,500 
persons have died as a result of operations 
carried out by leftist guerrillas or counter-of- 
fensives launched by the military government. 
A recent report estimated that the government 
is holding 5,000-6,000 political prisoners and 
listed some 480 missing persons. 

The bishops’ statement came after more 
than a year of fruitless private meetings with 
government officials regarding the where- 
abouts of missing persons or those who have 
been arrested or imprisoned without trial. A 
translation of their statement follows: 


We, the Argentine bishops, are aware of the 
actions of hidden forces, into which all kinds of 
interests enter, which have unleashed an_inter- 
national campaign against Argentina which wounds 
us as Argentines; we do not wish to become involved 
nor used in demands of unknown origin which are 
very doubtful in themselves. However, this risk 
cannot silence our pastoral word. 


The lightness with which priests and bishops are 
identified with ideologies which are irreconcilable 
with faith, is inadmissible. 


MOREOVER, TODAY the consciousness of the 
dignity of the human person and his universal and 
inviolable rights and obligations, above all things, is 
growing. No theory about callective security, in spite 
of its importance, can shipwreck the rights of the 
person ‘‘since the social order and its progress, as 
well as the order°of things, must be subordinate to 
the order of persons and not the opposite.’’ 


The alteration of this order, as well as a mistaken 
concept of security have led many to tolerate and 
even accept the violation of the elemental rights of 
man. 


It has also led to the acceptance of the legality of 
the murder of the enemy, moral and>- physical 
torture, the illegitimate deprivation of liberty or the 
elimination of all those who are presumed to be 
agressors against the collective security. 


TO OVERCOME this difficulty, there is a single 
liberating principle: the full rule of just law and a 
single path to reach this principle, the pala, 
undisguised -truth. 

We understand how difficult the task of keeping 
the common good is in practice when even the most 
elemental human coexistence is constantly dese- 
crated by the violence and hate of guerrilla 
terrorism. We also understand how the protection of 
the common good could appear to conflict with 
certain individual rights. 


We have heard the armed forces government 
express many times the Christian character which it 
wishes to lend to its Christian life includes in its 
essence a self-denying commitment in practice. 


In light of this consideration we dare to express 
the following facts, among others, which provoke 


serious concern in our spirit: 


—The numerous disappearances and kidnappings ° 


which are denounced frequently without the 
authorities responding to the demands which are 
made, which would seem to show that the 
government has still not achieved the exclusive use 
of force; 


—The situation of numerous inhabitants of our 
country, described as missing or kidnapped by 
groups who identify themselves as members of the 
armed forces or police. 


—The fact that many prisoners, according to their 
own and their family’s declarations have been 
subjected to, torture which is certainly unacceptable 
for any Christian. 

—Finally, something which is very difficult to 
justify, the long detention period in which detainees 
cannot defend themselves or even know the reason 
for their detention, especially when the prison 
conditions, at times, do not consider the primordial 
human necessities, including religious necessities. 


We must also express our concern, shared by the 
people in general, at the difficult economic situation 
which our brothers with less resources suffer, and 
which runs the risk of fomenting Marxist 
subversion. 


We recognize the extremely serious situation of 


midis 9! 


our country in economic and financial matters. 


But we point out the disturbing fact that there are 
many workers in our country who, despite their 


efforts, cannot overcome the difficulties to reach a ~ 


more dignified life,.as their condition as children of 
God requires, and who see their work, their 
nourishment, their housing, their education and 
their health compromised. 


We trust that the deep Christian roots of our 
people, which nourish the governors and the 
governed, will give strength to all to correct errors 
and realize in solidarity the ideal of a great and just 
land. 


FINALLY WE direct ourselves to all the people of 
God: pastors and the faithful. We share the same 
difficulties as well as the common desire to live 
under the values of our national community. 
Therefore the rejection of all forms of Marxism is 
common to us all. This does not imply that work in 
behalf of the poor and abandoned should be 
systematically suspected of being Marxist. 


We want to build a more just order and establish a 
more humane and Christian coexistence. This desire 
comes from within man, from his own conscience, 
always in struggle against all kinds of corruption.

In 50,000 community centers in villages 
across Brazil, priests backed by their bishops, 
are showing peasants and Indians how to apply 
Biblical concepts of justice and equality to 
their own lives, according to the Wall Street 
Journal. é 


“Such teachings aren’t at all popular with 
the military men who run Brazil and they are 
widening the breach that has developed 
between the Catholic Church and_ the 
government,’’ states the WSJ. 


“Across much of Latin America the 
conservative alliance between the sword and 
the cross is breaking down. Encouraged by 
President Carter’s views on human rights, 
Catholic leaders have become the strongest 
critics of their government.’’ 


During her seven-nation tour of Latin America, . 


Rosalynn Carter discussed human rights with heads 
of states, and at one stop, Recife, Brazil, she made a 
dramatic gesture to stress President Jimmy Carter’s 
concern for the issue.

At Recife, she met with two U.S. missionaries, 
Oblate Father Lawrence Rosebaugh and his lay 
helper, Thomas Capuano, after their arrest and 
mistreatment by police in mid-May. 


Two days earlier while in Peru.she attended a 
Catholic Mass said in Spanish at her request by 
Father Peter Hallogan, a veteran Maryknoll 
missionary of 25 years who is from the Bronx, N.Y. 

HER EARLY June tour included Jamaica, Costa 
Rica, Ecuador, Venezuela and Columbia besides 
Brazil and Peru. It was described as more than a 
good will tour, because she took up state matters 
with the host govenments. 


Her visit has been both hailed as a forerunner of 


‘greater interest on the part of the Carter 


Administration in the area, and criticized for not 
representing a real commitment toward solving not 
only the human rights issue but others such as the 
Panama Canal negotiations, military arms sales, 
trade restrictions on Ecuador and Venezuela (on 
account of their oil policies), drug traffic and illegal 
immigrants. 

U.S. and Latin American editorials said Mrs. 


Carter’s visit could bear some fruit if President 
Carter himself decided to go to Latin America in the 
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near future. They also pointed to a new kind of 
diplomacy with a woman’s approach. They noted, 
however, that Mrs. Carter is not an eae or 
appointed official. 


CREATING A climate that eventually will bring 
more respect for human rights under some military 
regimes calls for a long, patient and concerted 
effort, commentators observed. 


The two missionaries Mrs. Carter made a point of 
seeing while in Recife had been charged with 
stealing the cart they use to haul food from the 
market to a soup kitchen for the “poor at the 
downtown Santo Jose Square. 

They were ridiculed, threatened with sexual abuse 
and beaten while under detention for three days. 
One of the missionaries, Capuano, hails from 
Altamont, N.Y., and the other, Father Rosebaugh, is 
from Milwaukee. 

“We were treated like animals,”’ 
reperters in Mrs. Carter’s party. 


In Peru, she attended Mass at Santa Clara, in a 
Lima neighborhood where she was staying. She told 
the celebrant, Father Hallogan, she could follow it 
well because she was used to reading the Bible in 
Spanish at home.

Soft-spoken, friendly and quick to flash a 
wide smile, Robert Edwards, who is just 
ending his first year as principal of 
University High School, Linda Vista, 
becomes a tough customer when it comes to, 
desegregation. 


Parents of public school students who may 
look to this San Diego Catholic high school as 
a haven from court-ordered integration will 
collide with a brick wall—Edwards. 


‘IT IS NOT yet an issue, but if it becomes 
one we will do all in our power to stop it. 
That includes refusing to accept any transfer 


_ students from public schools,’’ Edwards 


declared firmly. 
But the school’s financial picture is a 
bigger problem for him than desegregation. 
A $90,000 deficit over the last’three years 
necessitates ‘‘the largest single tuition 
hike’’ in recent years, announced Edwards,

' Academy, neat Oceanside. 


TUITION AT Uni-Hi next year will Fino 
by $185 to $930 annually. According to 
Edwards that increase is much larger than 
hikes announced by other diocesan high 
schools and it makes Uni-Hi the . most 
expensive. 


Obviously parents have accepted the 
increase as a fact of life, he reports, because 
the quota of students, slightly more than 
1, 300, is filled. ‘‘Oddly,’’ he noted, 

“requests for financial aid are down.”’ 


_ Still, Edwards worries that most parents 
will not be able to cope with more tuition 
increases, and he is making plans to find 
new sources of income. 


“WHAT WE NEED,’ he mused, “‘is a 
full-time development officer to search out 
gifts and bequests and to set up an 
endowment for the school.’’ 


To some extent such gifts come from area 
pastors who make - contributions from 
Stewardship funds. ‘‘And the pastors’ 
support has been excellent,’’ Edwards 
asserts. 


Some have complained that they never see 
in their parishes students or parents from 
the school parish donations help. support. 
Edwards is not sure how valid that complaint 
is, but he admits that ‘“‘we have to do a 
better public relations job with the pastors.”’ 


IN THE MEANTIME he continues efforts 
to trim operating expenses of a school with 
an annual budget of $1.25 million. 


Salaries consume nearly 80 percent of the 
Uni-Hi budget ‘‘and we have trimmed costs 
by reducing faculty size and making more 
effective use of the remaining teachers,”’ 
Edwards said. 


Some have suggested scrapping the 
school’s inter-school athletic program to cut 
expenses. Edwards is against such a move. 


‘OUR SPORTS PROGRAM consumes 
less than five percent of the budget. It is not 
that costly. Forty percent of the student body 
participates in the program, and I think that 
it should be retained because sports are 
culturally and sociologically important. They 
involve a learning and growing process.”’ 


Gone from the Uni-Hi scene next year, 
though, will be the mini-course program 
offering students courses in activities 
ranging from skiing to bicycle repair. - 

It is not that the mini-courses were too 
costly—no extra expense to the school was 
involved, according to Edwards—but they 
were of questionable academic worth. 


“THE MINI-COURSES,”’ Edwards ex- 
plained, ‘‘were not intellectually oriented 


and did little to prepare the students for ° 


survival in the life ahead of them. At Uni-Hi 
we will be rededicating ourselves to 
providing a solid basic education.” 


In that regard statistics show that Uni-Hi 
has been doing a better job than public 
school students, according to figures 
compiled by the University of California 
college system. 

The UC system reports that nearly 50 
percent of freshmen come to college unable 
to read or write on a college level, and 


- require remedial instruction. ‘‘UC reports 


from the last two years indicate that no 
Uni-Hi graduates fall into that category,”’ 
Edwards said. 


TO. KEEP THAT record intact, next year 
Uni-Hi sophomores will be tested for basic 
skills in reading and writing. Those that 
don’t measure up will be given special 
instruction. 


However, Catholic schools exist because 
of their religious nature, and Edwards is 
proud of Uni-Hi’s ‘‘Catholicity’’. 


‘‘There may be a crisis of Catholic youth 
‘turning off’ to the Church, but they are not 
the products of Catholic high schools,”’ 
Edwards said. 


“EVERY STUDENT goes through a stage 
where he rejects the wisdom of his elders,”’ 
he noted. ‘‘It is part of growing up. But, in 
my own experience and according to 
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surveys, after Catholic high school students 
pass that stage, they become the active core 
of most parishes,’’ he asserted. 


He warned also that it is a mistake to 
assume that Catholic high school students 
reject their faith. 

At Uni-Hi, in addition to religious 
instruction, retreats, daily Mass, spiritual 
programs, Search weekends, etc., are 
offered by an active campus ministry team 
under Father Patrick Foley, and are 
well-attended. 


“ON ASCENSION Thursday, for example, 
we had a special Mass after school. 
Attendance was not required and yet we had 
a standing-room-only crowd of students,’’ he 
said. 

Catholic schools are much in the news 
nationally with reports of lay teachers 
striking, and much of the news comes from 
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UniHi no haven for escapees from integration 


the neighboring Los Angeles archdiocese. 
Will teacher strikes become a problem in 
this diocese? 


Edwards thinks not, at least at Uni-Hi. 
“Our teachers are dedicated to Catholic 
education and to the students, and they 
know the financial burdens faced by Catholic 
schools. 


- “I DON’T BELIEVE they would strike 
because together we are going to make 
Uni-Hi one of the best Catholic schools 
available, and that is a major goal for all of 


” 


us. 


And it is that dream, in Edwards’ view, 
that assures the future of Catholic education 
despite obstacles, financial or otherwise. 
‘‘We will survive,’ he said ‘‘because our 

bishops, our people, our priests, and our 
Religious sincerely support Catholic educa- 
tion.’’ 


U.S. Supreme Court rules 


States, public hospitals don't 
have to pay for abortions

WASHINGTON (NC)—The Constitution | 


does not require states to pay for 
nontherapeutic abortions for poor women 
and does not require public hospitals to 
perform abortions, the U.S. Supreme Court 
said in a 6-3 decision. 

In the majority opinion, Justice Lewis 
Powell said the new court action “‘signals no 
retreat’ from the January, 1973, Roe and 
Doe decisions striking down most state 
restrictions on abortion. 


BUT HE SAID, those decisions ‘‘did not 
declare an unqualified ‘constitutional right 
to abortion’...rather, the right protects the 
woman from unduly burdensome interfer- 
ence with her freedom to decide whether to 
terminate her pregnancy. 


“It implies no limitation on the authority 


of a state to make a value judgment favoring 
childbirth over abortion and to implement 
that judgment by the allocation of public 
funds.”’

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The court upheld a Connecticut law which 
prohibits the use of Medicaid to pay for 
abortions which are not ‘‘medically neces- 
sary.’’ The law says ‘‘medically necessary”’ 
includes ‘“‘psychiatric necessity.’’ 


THE COURT ALSO upheld a section of the 
Connecticut law which requires a doctor to 
sign a statement of medical necessity before 
Medicaid can pay for an abortion. 


“It is not unreasonable for a state to insist 
upon a prior showing of medical necessity to 
insure that its money is being spent only for 
authorized purposes,”’ the court said. 


“The simple answer to the argument that 
similar requirements are not imposed for 
other medical procedures is that such 
procedures do not involve the termination of 
a potential human life.’’

incidents of masturbation may occur.”’ 


Furthermore, spouses have the freedom to 
decide for themselves what types of sexual 
activity they will engage in, according to the 
322 page book. 


“MORAL EVALUATION of sexual inti- 
macies in marriage requires that they be 
measured in terms of their ability to foster 
creative and integrative growth and not in 
terms of their physical nature. No physical 
expression of sexuality, including oral sex, 
provided it be mutually sensitive and 
acceptable, should be prejudged as morally 
wrong or perverse,’* the study says. 


According to a statement by six 
theologians’ dissenting from the report, the 
five authors ignored requests to see 
preliminary drafts and proceeded with the 
project without consulting their colleagues. 


‘Several theologians who offered to 
provide information to the committee and to 
criticize preliminary drafts were rebuffed, 
their spontaneous contributions were unac- 
knowledged, their requests for preliminary 
drafts ignored, their verbal and written 
criticism of committee reports to the 
membership at conventions simply dis- 
carded without response,’’ the statement 
charged. Among the signers of the 
dissenting statement were Dr. William E. 
May, professor of Moral Theology, Catholic 
University, and Carmelite Father Eamon 
Carroll, professor of Theology, Catholic 
University and past president of the CTSA. 


ACCORDING TO the six men, ‘‘The 
narrow ideological spirit of the report is 
evident throughout.’’ For example, the 
report included biblical material favorable to 
its positions, ‘‘and either ignores or treats 
with gross inadequacy studies supporting 
traditional Catholic positions,’ the state- 
ment continues. 


Archbishop Quinn said, ‘‘One defect of 
the committee report is that is gives the 
impresssion that traditional Catholic moral 
teaching has paid little, if any, attention to 
the personal factors which must enter into 
the consideration of moral right and wrong. 
This, of course, is not true. 


“The Fathers and Doctors of the Church, 
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as well as the later moral authors, have 
always expounded the personal factors 
which must be considered in making 
judgments about right and wrong. These 
include such things as fear, neurosis, habit, 
passion, force, impaired states of conscious- 
ness, and many others. 


‘‘CATHOLIC MORAL teaching and pas- 
toral practice have always been aware of 
these personal factors and have always held 
that they must enter into any adequate 
evaluation at the individual level. In much_ 
the same way, the physician must adjust his 
treatment to the condition of the individual 
patient, trying to weigh all factors touching 
on the case at hand.” 


Archbishop Quinn said that in attempting 
to understand the report, ‘““We must 
recognize that is is written by theologians, in 
professional language, for theologians. 


“It is not a popular document written for 
the wider reading public,’’ the archbishop 
said. ‘‘It will, therefore, require and will 
receive analysis and criticism from pro- 
fessional theologians as time passes. News 
reports, then, cannot be judged to provide 
an adequate understanding of all aspects of 
the report.’ 


CONCERNING HOMOSEXUALITY, the 
CTSA study rejects the idea that homo- 
sexuals must refrain from sexual activity. ‘‘It 
is our considered opinion that Christian 
sexual morality does not require a dual 
standard,’’ the authors say. Since celibacy is 
not required of heterosexuals, neither 
should it be required of homosexuals, 
according to the authors. 


Although it rejects homosexual marriages, 
the study, says, ‘‘prayer, even communal 
prayer, for two people striving to live 
Christian lives, incarnating the values of 
fidelity, truth, and love, is not beyond the 
pastoral possibilities of a church whose ritual 
tradition includes a rich variety of blessings. 


‘All else being equal, a homosexual 
engaging in homosexual acts in good 
conscience has the same rights of conscience 
and the same rights to the sacraments as a 
married couple practicing birth control in 
good conscience,’’ the authors contend.

Numismatists (coin collectors) are a 
dedicated set of men and women who 
usually begin their collections by the simple 
fact of saving their loose change.

some coin or medal that a friend brings back 
from the Vatican. For the first time in the 
English language, there is a catalogue and a 
history of all the Vatican’s mintage since the 
city-state was founded in 1929.
